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Waterbury Implements Program To Promote Grasscycling 


In an effort to promote source reduction, the city of Waterbury is conducting a pilot program to 
encourage residents to “grasscycle”. The city will be offering new Toro mulching lawnmowers to 
25 selected residents. The participants will be required to attend seminars on grasscycling and be 
willing to put signs on their lawns, identifying them as demonstration plots. These residents will have 
free use of the mowers for three and a half months, after which they can return the lawn mowers to 
the city, or buy them for $360, which is $210 less than the original $570 retail price. Any mowers 
that the residents don’t purchase, will be bought by the city for use by the Parks and Recreation or 
Education Departments. 


The city hopes that this program will help reduce the grass clippings which are put out on the curb 
for collection, which represents a major municipal expenditure. The grasscycling program is part of 
an ongoing effort by the city of Waterbury to educate it’s residents how to effectively manage yard 
trimmings on their own property. Last year over 600 residents were able to purchase composting 
bins at the reduced rate of $10, after attending a workshop on backyard composting. CT DEP 
applauds Waterbury’s efforts to encourage responsible and cost effective management of organic 
materials and hopes that other municipalities will start similar programs. 


Pollution Prevention Office Sponsors “Pit Stops” 


The CT DEP Office of Pollution Prevention and Compliance Assistance is sponsoring a conference 
and trade show series for Vehicle Repair Facilities and Body Shops. The program, titled “‘Pit Stops” 
- Preventing Pollution As You Repair, will be held at 4 locations. The dates and sites are as 
follows: Wednesday, May 31, 1995 at the Radisson Hotel in Southbury; Wednesday, June 7, 1995 
at the Ramada Inn in Meriden; Wednesday, June 14, 1995 at the Ramada Inn in East Hartford; and 
Tuesday, June 20, 1995 at the Radisson Hotel in New London. For the convenience of attendees, 
there will be two sessions available on each program date. The first session will run from 9am to 2pm 
and the second session from 3pm to 8pm. 


Speakers at the workshop will discuss how to do environmental assessments, provide the newest 
information on parts cleaners, and give information on the key regulations that apply to repair and 
body shop operations. Owners and employees of small and medium size businesses, municipalities 
and fleet operations are especially encouraged to attend. The registration fee of $25 covers coffee, 
lunch or dinner, and all conference materials for one attendee.
